E SPEAK often of God's laws. We 

give the impression, and rightly so, 

that if the laws governing the bless- 
ings desired are adhered to the blessings will be 
made manifest. To understand and obey the laws 
of God or of life constitutes the process of Chris- 
tian living. Whether faith without a knowledge 
of spiritual laws is sufficient in itself to bring our 
desires into fulfillment is often a matter of reli- 
gious discussion, but genuine thought on the sub- 
ject leads to the conclusion that faith needs the 
company of understanding. 

Faith can do and does wonderful things, for by 
it a person can very often lift himself into a state 
of mind that automatically puts him in tune with 
the good he desires. But to stay permanently in 
that state requires some concrete understanding 
of God and the adherence to certain lines of 
thought and action. 

In our material world we need such things as 
legal and traffic laws, our chemists need formulas 
to follow, our cooks need recipes. In our inner 
world we need spiritual rules to follow too. 

What then are these spiritual rules and regula- 
tions, and how may we come to know them? They 
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are based on principles that bring uniform results 
when adhered to. They are discovered in the men- 
tal and spiritual realm much as the laws govern- 
ing the physical world are discovered in the 
scientific realm. 

Long ago a set of laws was given us that be- 
came known as the Decalogue or Ten Command- 
ments. When God was thought of as a person it 
was believed that He gave them by word of mouth 
to Moses. What actually happened, it is now be- 
lieved, is that Moses and his successors took the 
generally accepted moral beliefs and practices of 
the day, assembled them into a code, and gave 
it to the Children of Israel. Parallel sets of similar 
laws, predating the Ten Commandments have 
been found in other and even uncivilized coun- 
tries. Some persons feel that this robs the com- 
mandments of their divinity. Not at all. They are 
tried and true rules of action. When they have 
been observed the results have been good. When 
they have been disobeyed the results have not been 
good. They are dependable guides of action. They 
are truly then, laws of God. Conditions for us have 
changed somewhat since they were drawn up, 
rendering some of them pertinent only by sym- 
bolic application. 

A girl once surprised some and shocked others 
in a young people’s group by saying that we could 
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draw up a set of rules today that have more bear- 
ing on present-day needs than the Ten Command- 
ments. The fact of the matter is, we should always 
seek to add to the knowledge that has come to us 
out of the past any new discoveries that will help 
us in our present-day living. 

The discovery of the laws of God is as gradual 
as that of the rest of our knowledge. The fullness 
of any law is not comprehended all at once but 
step by step, as man perceives and digests his 
knowledge and seeks for more understanding. One 
can very well imagine the trials and experiences 
out of which the Ten Commandments grew. The 
worshiping of false gods and idols had been tried 
and found wanting, over a period of centuries 
perhaps. The helping of oneself to one’s brother's 
goods, practiced largely, caused so much trouble 
and disaster that it was realized that it must be 
abolished and a system of honesty installed. The 
bearing of false witness, though a method of es- 
caping embarrassing positions and of wreaking 
vengeance upon others, was found in the long 
run to be a way full of vexation and affliction. 

If we could know the mind of the Biblical writ- 
ers we should be able to see that they made no 
claim of giving us the last word about spiritual 
truth. They were saying in effect, “Here is a rec- 
ord of what we have thought and done as of 
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now’; and if they could talk to us today they 
might very well ask: “What have you done since 
we turned our records over to you? Have you done 
as well as we?” 

Probably the greatest spiritual law that we 
have discovered in this age is the law of right 
thinking, though it is not quite correct to say 
that its discovery belongs wholly to this age. 
There are passages in the Bible that indicate 
that the teachers and writers of that time knew the 
value of right thinking: 

Nevertheless there is no other age than the pres- 
ent in which so much has been learned about the 
relation between our thinking and the conditions 
of our life. To know more about this law and to 
help people live in harmony with it is a purpose to 
which Unity has been especially dedicated. 

We know that thoughts of love and peace and 
understanding result in harmonious relations with 
our neighbors. We know that thoughts of poverty 
breed lack and that thoughts of abundance pro- 
mote success and plenty. We know that the rela- 
tion of mind and body is so close that fearful, dis- 
turbing thoughts detract from the well-being of 
the body, while peaceful, happy ones are condu- 
cive to its wholeness. Between man and all the 
external conditions of his life there is a connecting 
link of thought. 











There is a general law of right thinking, but 
because much of our work is helping people solve 
their problems, we have to seek to interpret this 
general law so that it specifically meets the num- 
berless situations that make up life. We believe 
that whatever one wants in life he can have, pro- 
vided he learns the law governing it and fulfills 
this law. One cannot become a great musician ex- 
cept by learning and obeying the law of harmony. 
A mathematician must learn the principle under- 
lying mathematics. And to solve the problems of 
life, to live richly and happily, we must gain a 
knowledge of the laws that govern life. 

Love is one phase of the divine law that needs 
practical interpretation. To be loved by people, a 
basic desire of everyone, is not a matter of accident 
but a matter of fulfilling the requirements of love- 
ableness. When we are kind we find that people 
are drawn to us. When we are tolerant and forgiv- 
ing we find them letting go of fear concerning us. 
When we look for the good in them they express 
their best and love us for the joy they feel in doing 
so. Our sensitivity to them and their feelings is 
rewarded with pleasure and gratitude toward us. 

There are always things we can do to make our 
life better and happier. There are definite causes 
to be put into operation for the production of 
whatever good thing we desire. We can sum up 
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spiritual laws as did Jesus: “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. . . . Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself. On these two command- 
ments the whole law hangeth.” Love does not de- 
stroy the other laws but makes them natural and 
easy of fulfillment. Love does not destroy the ne- 
cessity of learning the many things that make up 
the art of living, but it makes the learning a joy- 
ous adventure. 


Mankind has developed a brain that is capable 
of much learning and a spirit that enjoys the ad- 
venture of living. We get much help from teach- 
ers and books, but much is left for each individual 
to find out for himself. When he learns some- 
thing good, some rule of action that always brings 
good results, he has learned a law of God. When 
by his failure he brings unpleasant things into his 
life he has learned the kind of thinking or action 
that is not founded on God's law. We learn the 
laws of God both through our successes and our 
failures. It can truly be said that “to them that 
love God all things work together for good.” God 
is a God of love, and His love is constantly leading 
us into the knowledge of ourselves and the truth 
that reveals the happy and successful way of life 
to us and makes living and learning a rich and 
rewarding experience.

The Christ of the Andes 


HE STATUE pictured on the cover of this issue of 
Daity Worp is well known as ‘The Christ of the 
Andes.” 

The famous statue was erected in 1904 to commemorate 
the peaceful settling of a boundary dispute that had brought 
Argentina and Chile to the very verge of war. War had 
seemed quite certain; special taxes had been levied to sup- 
port it; battleships had been built; and armies had been 
raised. 

But a few people on both sides of the border had refused 
to accept the necessity for war. Believing in peace, they 
kept their faith in peaceful means of settling differenc 
and they worked for peace. Finally these people got 
governments of the two countries to submit their disputes) 
to arbitration, and at last not only was the boundary di 
pute settled but such a spirit of friendship was aroused th 
the two countries sold their warships and reduced thei 
armies.
